the matter of the ‘‘Soo” road. Regina was at 
first promised a road from the southeast. As 
the ‘‘Soo” was coming from that direction they 
claimed it in fulfillment of the promise. They 
were put off by the assurance that the ‘‘Soo” 
was not the road they were promised, but an- 
other and distinct road, and that its construc- 
tion to Pasqua would not prevent the first pro- 
mise from being carried out in due time. ‘The 
Leader finds that the route being followed by 
the Soo line is the one, to a great extent, that 
was to have been followed by the Regina road, 
and, still worse, it is not even called the ‘‘Soo’ 
line, but ‘‘the Northwest extension of the Souris 
branch,” the very description of the road _pro- 
mised Regina. It appears to be pretty Re 
that the C, P. R. is not minded to fulfill its 
promises to Regina, and the question is what is 
Regina going to do about it. There is only one 
thing it can do, and that is use the influence it 
posscses through its parliamentary representa- 
tive and otherwise to secure the extension of 
the Northern Pacific from Brandon to Regina. 
There is a field to be served by such a road by 
way of Moose Mountain, and no doubt the 
Northern Pacific could and would build it if 
substantial inducements were offered. Toady- 
ism is played out as a means of serving substan- 
tial purposes in this case, and the only thing 
left is for Regina to get up and buck. Talk no 
longer counts. They must act.

The Winnipeg Commercial cautions people 
against po peiegre | the Manitoba crop this 
season, Itsays: ‘The quality of the wheat 
crop is all around very good, and infinitely su- 
perior to that of last year. Altogether, the 
quantity and quality of the crop is such, that 
with fair prices ruling, this would prove a very 
profitable year for Manitoba farmers. The ditti- 
culty, however, comes in in the matter of prices. 
At present wheat values, there is not much in 
it for nee of our farmers. It will take a big 
yield of wheat to leave much margin at present 
prices, and unless a change comes in wheat 
values, our farmers will not have much from 


their year’s work.” This is a plain direction to 


farmers not to depend entirely on wheat, in 
fact to adopt mixed farming, or in other words 
locate in the Edmonton country where the con- 
ditions for mixed farming are most favorable.

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


Of late the the Bunuetin has frequently been 
taken to task privately for not indulging more 
freely in criticisms of the management of the 
town affairs. And as the BULLETIN’s course is 
a fair subject for criticism, a word or two on 
the point may not be out of place. Admitting 
that it is the duty of a newspaper to criticize 
all matters of publie interest and admitting 
that the BULLETIN has not criticized municipal 
matters at all freely during the past nine or ten 
months of this town’s incorporated existence, 
the excuses which it has to offer are these: Ist: 
That the council is composed of men of good 
business ability, of strict integrity and of large 
interests in the town, in fact, in the case of 
nearly all of them, everything they have is here 
and is worth something or nothing just as the 
town goes ahead or stands still, therefore it is 
fair to assume that the best interests of the 
town will be consulted by siftth a body of men. 
2nd. That the members of the council are new 
at municipal government, and if they were not 
the conditions here are so strange that munici- 
pal experience would be of little avail to them, 
therefore they are entitled to be excused for a 
moderate amount of mistakes, if there have 
been such, at least in this the first year of the 
town’s existence; 3rd. That the town has, 
during the past six months, passed through a 
serious crisis in its affairs, having suffered from 
a most serious attack upon its interests; and 
had this paper availed itself as freely as it 
might of its right or duty of criticism, those 
criticisms, however proper or well meant, 
would in all human probability have been used 
by outsiders as a means of injuring the place, 
During the whole of the past season the necessi- 
ty of the people of Edmonton standing together 
as one man was made amply evident, and need 

not be further enlarged upon, 4th. That it is 
not altogether the duty, if it is the privilege, 
of the only newspaper in a town to constitute 
itself an opposition to the town council, and 
criticize adversely the putting in of each cul- 
vert, the extension of each foot of sidewalk, or 
the placing of each electric light, or other 
matter of detail, as long as they are within 
reason. That duty rests upon the private 
citizen whose interests or pocket are most di- 
rectly affected. The members of the council 
and of the different committees are approach- 
able at all times and it is the privilege and duty 
of the citizen to bring his case, objection or 
complaint personally before them individually 
or collectively, and then if they refuse him 
justice or even courtsey, he has the privilege of 
having the matter ventilated through the news- 
paper, besides the remedy which election day 
infallibly affords, The ease of a municipality is 
different from that of a province or country. 
In the latter cases the newspaper is the only 
vehicle of criticism, but in the former the citizen 
who neglects to protect his own interests by 
the fmeans at hand has no right to find 
fault with the paper for failing to do for him 
what he would or did not attempt to do for 
himself. Move especially is this the case wit),

A by-law to provide for borrowing the stim of €10,000.00 
upon the credit of the Municipality. 

Whereas itis expedient that there should be raieed by 
the Municipality of the town of Edmonton the sum of 
$10,000.00 to enable the Municipality to repay certain 
amounts temporarily borro ved for the purchase of certain 
lands oe fire apparatus required forthe use of the 
Municipality and for other like purposes of permanent 
benefit to the Municipality, and also to enable the Muni- 
cipality to borrow further sums which it is expedient to 
expend fot the purpose of erecting a fire hall and for 
other like purposes of permatient benefit to the Munici-

4 And whereas the value of the rateable 
Municipality, accotding to the last revis 
is $664,364.00. 

And whereas the amount of the existing debt of the 
Municipality, other than for current expenses, is $17 ,862.- 
49 (incurred in respect of local and permanent improve- 
ments) and $138.50 for interest thereon making together 
$18,000.99 whereof no part is in arrear. 

And whereas it is expedient to borrow the said sum of 
$10,000.00 by the issue of det entures, the principal where-

were undertaken on petition of the residents 
and property holders chiefly interested on the 
understanding that they and not the town 
would pay for them. In stch cases interfer- 
ence by the newspaper unless specially request- 
ed would be liable to be tesented by both parties, 

But while matters of detail may be left to 
the private citizen there are matters of larger 
importance and of more vital interest which the 
paper must not be backward about expressing 
an opinion upon, While it is the business of 
the individual citizen to see that value is re- 
ceived for all money expended, and that expen- 
diture is made to the best advantage, it is the 
duty of the paper as representing the citizens 
collectively to discuss the objects upon which 
money shonld be spent and the amount which it 
would be proper to tax the town or pledge its 
credit for, to secure such objects. On these 
points if the BULLETIN has not been clear in the 
past it desires to make itself clear now. How- 
ever necessary local improvements, fire protec- 
tion, public buildings, waterworks, drainage or 
other matters may be to the town, the first ne. 
cessity to its permanent and substantial pro- 
gress is improved railway facilities by means of 
a bridge across the Saskatchewan, and the ex- 
tension of the railway track either to or across 
that bridge. To secure this it may be necessa- 
ry to pledge the town’s credit to the utmost 
limit, and if it cannot be secured on better 
terms the BULLETIN has no hesitation in saying 
that we should go to that limit. It is the busi- 
ness of every citizen to work to secure this 
bridge and railway extension at as early a date 
and on the most favorable terms possible, and 
it is particularly the duty of our citizens them- 
selves to preserve the credit of their town to its 
last dollar, to assist, if necessary, in their at- 
tainment. There has been a most liberal ex- 
penditure of money this year—certainly necessa- 
ry to a great extent—and for the bulk of which 
the property improved will have to pay by 
frontage tax ; but besides this the expenditure 
on general town account has been, to put it 
mildly, liberal; more liberal than it can be next 
year, unless our credit is trenched upon so seri- 
ously as to render it practically useless for any 
important purpose, such as waterworks, sewer- 
age or fire protection, even besides the bridge and 


railway extension spoken of. Let those who have 
felt that the BuLieTiN has not been availing 


itself duly of its privileges of criticizm in the 
past seethaton Monday next they discharge their 
duty not by sitting at home and grumbling 
against extravagance, but by turning out and 
casting their votes on the side of economy, and 
to keep the credit of their town and the full 
amount of their taxes safe and solid for future 
use, To fail to vote against the $10,000 by-law 
on Monday next is to practically throw away 
What appears to be our only chance for a bridge 
and railway extension and puts waterworks, 
sewerage and adequate fire protection out of 
sight for years.

The Calgary small-pox accounts as presented 
amounted to $6,000, They have been paid by 
the Northwest government with a cheque of 
$4,988. :

Four constituencies have not 
yet been counted. 


Herald, Calgary: ‘‘We understand that Mr. 
Jas. Reilly has been appointed by the North- 
west government to make a collection of Al- 
berta exhibits for the World’s Fair at Chicago.” 


The minister of interior has been notified 
that small-pox has broken out among the Indi- 
ans on the Songhish reserve, near Victoria, B. 
C. Effective measures for the prompt extine- 
tion of the disease have been taken, 


A section man named Moody was killed in 
Medicine Hat on Tuesday night, September 
27th, by being run over by a train while he was 
intoxicated. Nothing was known of the acci- 
dent until his mangled remains were seen by 
some children on their way to school on Wed- 
nesday morning. 


Superintendent Whyte told the Winnipeg 
papers that a service of two trains a week 
would shortly be given over the Macleod branch 
of the C. & i railway. He also said that the 
work in the Crow’s Nest Pass was not with a 
view to establishing a new main line, but mere- 
ly to develop the Mpotans’ district of British 
Columbia. 


The Moose Jaw Times of October 7th has an 
able review of the Northwest government situa- 
tion.
